PLAYERS TO GREATEST PLAY, SAYS VARDON

A Stake Is Worth Much to the Real Ga‘:’fer. Says British Champion—Recalls His Famous Match
With Willie Park, Jr., for Hundred Pounds—Tells How He Won Friendship of Andrew
Kirkwaldy—Other Interesting Golf Recollections.

Thers Is ons very excellent form of
contest which seems to me to have con-
tributed in disappointingly small meastiro
to the history of golf in the Unlted States,

It In the professionnl
- money mntch,
l 1 must confess that
during the last 10 ar
15 years in Britain,
slruggles bet ween
professionnls for
staked mums  have
constituted hardly so
distinguished o font-
urg of golfing affalrs
as in olden times;
possibly  they have
been robbed of wome
of thelr traditional
glory by the fra-
quent appenrnnes of
the leading players
In tournaments and oxhibition gamaens.
When the Morrises, the DPunos, Allen
Robertson, old Willle Park, Bob Fergu-
gon and other celebrities of W hygone
age were it thele zenith, practically the
only renl tests they recelved In match
play weres In these contesta for slakKes,
which, consetduently, were promoted falrly
often by patrons of the men concernad
and which not Infrequently found the
players putting down thelr own savings
for a “needlo' fight.

Still, the love of the money match I
by no means dead fn my native gountry.
It still asmerts self from time to thne,
and, a8 & rule, It glves rlye to thrills
gich ns not even n champlonship ex-
cltes very often. Bo far as 1 have been
able to judge, this Rind of rivalry hia
never appesled particularly strong to
Amerienn professionals; at least, one cin-
notl recall many instances of the issuing
of challenges. 1t s a plty. becauss the
money mateh In splendld tralning for
voung and ambitlous golfer, Bven
though he loses 1, he comew out of |t
with u lot more knowladge and experlonce
and abllity to keep his head on & big
accasion than he possessed belore he went
Inta |t

Parsonally I have found the truly strong
wine of golfing strife In contests for
ataked sums, and the sensa of responals
bilty which they have Imposed—the neaes-
ity of making the effort of a lifetime in
aorder to be supreme—hos done my pame
no smnll measure of good. Frankly, they
are not  handsomely remunérative; one
may win the other man's £100, but the
engugements that one has to sucrifice in
order to prepare proparly for the conteat
and the expensea (hat are entalled mean
that there s not & great deal of pront
to show for & hard-éarned triumph, And
there 15 niwnys & loser as well Ay 4 win-
ner. Bul mnithough they are generally
culled “money matches,'”” I am not cons
widering them from the monstiury point
of view, 1t 4 thelr Influence which s
viluable,

I shall never cease to rogurd ns the
